It ig a task of the magnitude “of 
which the lay observer has little idea. 
There are thousands of these ceme- 
teries, Jarge smd small. scattered 
throughout the country, and many 
are in remote aia badly served 
by roads. 

Each cemetery has to be surveyed 
and located, the owners traced, 
boundaries to be agreed upon, the 
land to be acquired. Parties of 
working gardeners are carried round 
the outlying cemeteries, and these 
are levelled end sown with grass tnd | 
planted with flowers and trees. There 
is a great deal of ground to be cover- 
ed by these travelling gardeners, and 
in the intervals between their visits, 
the remoter cemeteries are Hable to 
become. rather overgrown, but as the 
work advances into thé forward areas 
and there are better , facilities for 
billeting the permanent gardeners this 
temporary ond periodical  unkempt- 
ness will disappear. ~

Having been defeated by the 
guards of a certain village near 
Samshui on a previvas raid which 
resulted in the death of four of 
their number, bandits organised 
another raid and this time, began the | 
attack at midnight. They sneceed 
ed in ransacking the village, the 
total loss sustained by the villagers 
amounting to thirty head of buffaloes, 
not to mention a large sum of money 
and considerable valuables. The 
captain of the village guards was 
injured and four aged spokesmen of 
the village were taken out to the 
village limit and shot. None of the 
bandits was captured, reports the 
Canton Times.

$150,000,000 to establish a tea fac- 
tory in Fukien, a sugar manu- 
facturing amd refining company 
in Kwangtung, a silk factory in 
Chekiang, a cotton mill in Kiangsu 
and a bank in Shanghai, Be 
sides these enterprises, says the 
Teport, these ambitious capitalists 
are goihg to open a steamship com- 
pany, and @ mining concern. The 
sole object of the proposed organisa: 
ton is to manufacture and export 
native products-and to import foreign 
machinery. 

Two gentlemen are said to have 
been appointed by the organisation 
to make a general survey of the pos- 
sibilities in China while the chairman 
of the Chinese Chamber of Commerce 
at Rengoon and the chairman of the 
Chinese Chamber of Commerce at 
Manila will look after-the matter of 
Soliciting ‘shares to thé: proposed 
organisation.
